President Cooper announces 
intention to step down 


On Friday, September 26, Dr, Justin 
Cooper announced to the Board of 
Governors that he will not be seeking a 
fourth term as President of Redeemer 
University College, Dr. Cooper, who has 
been with Redeemer even before the 
institution's inception in 1982, will step 
down when his current term concludes 
‘on June 30, 2010. By that time, he will 
have served Redeemer for $0 years, in- 
cluding the last 16 as President. 

Dr. Gooper notes two principal reasons 
for his decision: “Many of Redeemer's se- 
nior administrators will be retiring from 
2010 on; I believe itis very important that 
a new President be able to build that new 
team, Another factor is my sense that the 
Lord is leading me to take my passion for 


the mission of Christian higher education 
and to explore greater involvement in 
promoting this mission in other avenues 
‘of service that the Lord wil open up.” 

Ray Pennings, Chair of Redeemer's 
Board of Governors, notes that Dr. 
Cooper's vision, commitment and per 
severance have been instrumental in 
Redeemer's development, “Redeemer 
‘was established and accredited in an en- 
vironment not fiiendly to faith-based in- 
stitutions and itis not an exaggeration to 
say that, humanly speaking, Dr. Cooper's 
role has been pivotal, His evident passion 
for Christian education and dogged pes 
sistence that did not stop when obstacley 
‘were raised have served Redeemer well 
and he will leave big shoes to fill”

In conjunction with recruitment efforts, 
enrolment also depends on how many 
students return each year, Redeemer’s 
retention rates have remained strong over 
recent yeats and increased this past year.

New books from 
Redeemer faculty 


Ifthe old adage "publish or peri 
then Redeemer’s faculty is very much 
alive. Over the last few months, three fac- 
tulty members have seen books that they 
have authored teach publication, 

Dr. M, Elaine Botha, Professor of Phi- 
losophy, Emerita, has written a book that

scientific theorizing.” Using 19th century 
English chemistand physicist Michael Fara- 
ddayas.a case studly, Dr Botha argues that all 
scientific observation is impregnated with 
theoretical convictionsand that metaphors 
play a decisive role in the models that are 
developed to understand reality. The book 
‘was recently launched at the Third Inter 
national Conference on Language, Meta- 
phor and Thought in Fortaleza, Brazil, 
where Dr. Botha also presented a paper on 
“Why Metaphor Matters in Education” 

The Wisdom of Torah; Epistemology in 
Deuteronomy and the Wisdom Literature 
(Gottingen, Germany: Vandenhoeck and 
Ruprecht, 2008) is based on the doctoral 
dissertation of Dr, Ryan O'Dowd, Assis- 
tant Professor of Religion and Theology.
